With referefice/to +t accounts for the refrigerator 
which has been erected under ther Lefebvre's supervision at 
the Fort Resolution Indian & School, it should be 
stated that accounts o mn Freres, now defunct, amounting 
to $623.68, were forwarded pyvFather Lefebvre in May last. 
(hese never reached the Department and, consequently, no cheque 
was issued. When Father Lefebvre returned from the Mackenzie 
River at the end of July, he paid the Revillon Freres by allow- 
ing them to draw on him and, accordingly, he has no receipt. 

It is possible that the 1i uidator will be able to give a 
receipt. ‘This account of $623.68 included the freight as far 
as Waterways. (474.56 plus freight $149.12). 


Revillon Freres drew on Father Lefebvre for four 
other accounts for material, as follows: - 


$114.64 
238.00 
% 98.51 
$281.88 


Father Lefebvre will try to secure receipts for these 
also from the liquidator as the accounts have been paid. 


Father Lefebvre has paid the Edmonton Paint & Glass 
Co.'s account amounting to $474.77, and two accounts of the 
Ashdowm Hardware - $44.80 and $8.80. There is no freight on 
the last four accounts from Revillon's nor on the accounts 
from the Edmonton Paint & Glass and Ashdowmm Hardware. ‘The 
accounts from the last two concerns will be receipted and 
forwarded to the Department. 


These accounts, which Father Lefebvre will endeavour 
to have receipted, total $1,684.86. In addition to these, there 
have been heavy charges for freig and there is, also, an 
account for pipe clay. I told Father Lefebvre that the $1,884.68 
would be re-imbursed to him and, also, the account for clay.

“installed, but the service of shipping the goods from that firm was 
“very unsatisfactory. The engine and -enerator wasshipped and the 
"“owitcnboard sent only a month later, causing all kinds of inconven- 
‘dence to us, having to wait for tue installation, the rheostat, the 
"most important part of tue switchboard not mounted as promised and 
"received only at the beginning of Septeuber when we had wired for 
"it. No instructions were sent until the 12th of September, the 
“sagoline tank on the enine was leaking and had to be repaired, the 
‘rheostat mounted after many troubles, and finally the generator 
not workin: at all, caused by a wire in the generator missin, alto ether, 
“and this specially givin; us trouble for days before tue trouble 
"sould be found. This missing wire was either done before shipment or 
‘in transit, but the machine looked in perfect condition when 
‘received. Finally we had tie troubles repaired and tue plant is now 
“very satisfactory. The Mission is now installin: their wiring for 
"lichts and quartz light."

This school is under the 
control of Right Reverend G. Breynat, O.]\.I+, Vicar 
Apostolic of Mackenzie, who made application for the 
Department to supply a new lighting plant for the school. 
In connection with this request, His Lordship wrote the 
Deputy Superintendent General on June first as follows:-~- 


“Prom an interview with the Minister 
of the Interior on May 29th, I am persuaded that, 
as you have suggested, authorization could easily 
be obtained for a grant to be taken from the funds 
for general expenses, without having recourse to 
any additional appropriation." 


Dr. McGill replied on June 9th:- 


“our Appropriation for Indian Education 
for the current fiscal year was considerably re- 
duced and no funds to pay the cost of a lighting 
plant were provided for this school. I am not able, 
at the present time, to state definitely whether 
funds for the purpose can be found in the approp- 
riation. This will depend on the savings that can 
be effected during the year. Early next winter, 
the Department will be aware what funds there may 
be available. At that time, if it is possible, 


- favourable 
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favourable consideration will be given to providing 
the funds required to cover the cost of the above 
mentioned equipment." 


The Department is now in receipt of a te legram 
from Bishop Breynat, pointing out the necessity for an 
electric light plant in this school end stating that it 
should be supplied before the school re-opens, about Sept- 
ember first. His Lordship has a quotation from the Lister 
Company, of $3,500, for a suitable electric installation at 
this school. . 


As pointed out in the Deputy Superintendent General's 
letter of June 9th, no funds were specially provided in the 
current year’s appropriation for an electric light plant at 
the Fort Resolution School, but funds for the purpose could 
be obtained from an amount that is ineluded in our Approp- 
riation for unforeseen expenses. There is no doubt that a 
lighting system is necessary at this school, and I would 
appreciate your concurrence in authorizing Bishop Breynat 
to proceed with the Lister Company installation, at the 
price mentioned above.

We have been somewhat surprised to see that no 
provision had been made for our Residential School at

GENT'S REPORT FOR MONTH OF FEBRUARY 
x x x 


GENERAL REMARKS 


The inspection of school rooms, halls and 
dormitories and class examinations were carried out at the 
beginning of the month, along with a general fire drill. 


It was gBatifying to see the school pupils looking 
so well ffed and generslly healthy, when on the 20th a 
few suffered from La Grippe, which soon developed to 
serious cases of Influenza affecting most of the school 
and Fort population. 


The first cases of Flu were reported from Rocher 
River smong the widows and destitute Indians of that 
settlement. 


On the 16th of February, I chartered the R.C.Mission 
plane for the purpose of visiting and treating tlese sick 
Indians and providing them with rations. On the same 
trip I brought a few hundred pounds of flour from the I.D. 
supply at Resolution to Rocher River where tie supply was 
running low. 


To a few exceptions every pupil is or was sick, 
necessitating the closing of school on February 20th. 


Among the pupils, mostly members of the Dog-Rib 
Band from Fort Rae, were more severely affected and of these, 
the girls seem to suffer more and have less resistance to the 
disease. 


This epidemic of Flu came with the sudden change to 
cold weather sfter a comparatively mild spell.

It seems that the time has now come to give you more details 
concerning other equipm nt, and I heve been asked by Archbishop Breynat 
to submit the attached listscovering repairs and equipment needed at 
the schools of Aklavik and Fort Proviaence. 


The intention of the Archbishop is to repair the ceilings at 
both schools, as the Spring weatuer has deteriorated them baaly. 
Therefore, we have prepared 4 list of the material needed in connection 
with these repairs, keeping in mind to cut dorn requirements to the 
minimum. A few other things needed for the equipment at bklevik 
have been added to the li t. We hope that the Departwent will give 
to it its favourable consiceration. 


While we have no speciel recommendations to make 4&5 to the

that you desire it to be equipped with a 1H.P. electric 
motor direct current - D.C. - and special switch. 


Am I to understand that you intend to operate 
this from the electric light plant? If so, our experience 
in the past indicates that such operation wears out the 
batteries and consequently for several years past we have 
been instructing Principals of residential schools that 
no machinery must be operated from the electric light 
plant. It should be used exclusively for lighting 
purposes. 


You could, of course, operate the washer with 
a@ small gasoline engine. 


Please let me hear from you in this regard at 
the earliest possible date in order that the purchase 
of the washer may not be unnecessarily delayed. 


The attached report for the fiscal year ended 
March 31, 1940, has been received from the principal of 
the Fort Resolution School.

Dear Mr Hoey, 


I am in receipt of your letter of the 29th instant 
dealing with our request for a washer to be purchased in favour of 
the Fort Resolution Residential School, same to be equipped with a 
1 HP. electric motor direct current. It is noted from your letter 
that the Department is against the policy of operating any machinery 
from the electric light plant, for the reason that such operations 
weerg out the batteries and necessitate their replacement earlier 
than in the normal course of operation. 

_— 

However, we wish to inform the Department that it has 
never been our intention, when using any mechinery operated by elec- 
tric power, to depend on our batteries for that. We then supply the 
necessary power by running the diesel motor connected with the dy- 
namo, so that no extra current over the output of the batteries 
is ever used. Vie have this procedure followed in each of our mis- 
sions, Fort Smith, Fort Resolution, Fort Providence, Aklavik, and 
from our experience during the pasy years, we cannot help but saying 
that our batteries set is lasting as long as any set under normal 
copditions. 


Speaking of th economical view point, we foun@ that 
it was cheaper to operate thus thah to buy small gasoline engine 
for such machinery. As the Department is aware, diesel crude oil is 
cheaper than gasoline and one uses less crude oil than gasoline 
for the same power. On the other hand, the washer contemplated is to 

service once every two weeks only. he therefore feel certain 

ost for cost, it would be more expensive for us to operate 
such a washer with a gasoline engine than with electric motor, pro- 
vided the method we follow is applied. Unless the Depsertment has 
serious objection against it, we insist on having the wesher reques- 
ted for Fort Resolution equipped with a 1 Hi flectric motor, D.C. 


Regarding the last paragraph of your letter, I thank 
you for forwarding me the report you had received from the Principel 
of the Fort Resolution School for fiscal yeer 1989-40. I am giving 
instructions to Sister Lapointe to complete her report and to have 
it returned to you as early es po: ible.

Re - Fort Resolution Roman Catholic Residential School 


I inspected the above mentioned school on June 7th and 8th, 
examined the building and observed the instruction given by the 
staff. 


Representatives of the Mission informed me that the school 
building is quite inadequate and should be replaced 4s soon as 
possible. After checking the building carefully I concur in 
this view. The building presents a real fire hazard. The founda- 
tion is decayed and heaved. The class rooms are small and un- 
healthy. It is therefore recommended that the replacement of 
this building be an item on the Educational Building Program 
for the Northwest Territories. 


I encountered considerable criticism of the school on the 
part of residents of the Settlement. Many complained that the 
children were not learning very much by attendance. Yhile such 
statements are not uncommon wherever a school is functioning, I 
do feel that a good deal of such criticism could be mitigated 
by making the instruction in each class more practical and voca- 
tional. F xample, the instructional program in every school 
ougzht to include some training in sewing, home economics, wood- 
work, leather craft, motor mechanics and machine shop practice. 
I have endeavoured to make an immediate start in this direction, 
and instructions have been issued to Mr. L.Z. Drummond, Depart- 
nental agent, to send forward to the various Residential schools 
in the Territories e bundle of mixed woods together with a kit 
of tools to be used in working same. 


The members of the teaching staff are as follows: 


Model Diploma for the Province 
of Quebec, and hi years hing experience. She teaches 
srades 1 8, anc S 26 dential pupils and 18 Day school 
pupils, a al enrolment of 41. Attendance at the time 
of the visit was 23, most of whom were beginners. The teacher 
is conscientious and interested in her work. The reading is 
very good, the writing is excellent, and the pupils «are making 
good progress in their number work. 


Sister Marguerite Bourlai - holds no teaching certificate 
but has fifteen years experience. She teaches Gra ; and 2, 
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aA,

has 25 Kesidential pupils and 16 day school pupils, making a total 
enrolment of 41. There were 29 pupils in attendance at the time 
of the visit. I examined some of the hand work veing done by the 
pupils, listened to their reading, and enjoyed the singing. 


Sister Oliva Lavoie - holds a second class permanent Alberta 
Certificate and has taught for 19 years. She has Grades 1 to 7. 
The total pupillage is 125, made up of 78 Residential and 47 day 
school pupils. The school is equipped with a silent film projector. 
It does not receive Radio Broadcasts. The children received a 
medical examination and are X-rayed for T.B. on their arrival at 
school. They also received Dental and Lye examinations. This 
teacher is very industrious. The children's notebooks were 
exceptionally good. 


The teachers in the Territories quite understandably are not 
familiar with the enterprize method of education now being used 
so successfully in the frovinces. Its most valuable feature is 
that it encourages and trains the children in self expression. 

On subsequent visits I hope that there will be an opportunity 
to discuss this method fully with the teachers at the various 
settlements. 


I would suggest that this school be furnished with a good 
set of Basic Readers. These are required in order that the 
native children may learn to read by the use of the most modern 
technique. The teachers have requested readers, knitting wool, 
prints for making aprons and dresses, and a sound film projector. 


The teachers at these schools complain of the poor attendance 
and feel that some measures should be tuken to remedy the condi- 
tion. They feel that some authority other than the church should 
impress upon the parents the importance of sending a child to 
school. The teachers feel that school attendance is an important 
means of fighting the spread of T.B. They say housing conditions 
are very poor and that in many cases families are living on a 
starvation level.

Dear Sir, 

During the past mogth I have been able to visit the 
three Indian Day Schools in this Agency as well as the Fort 
Resolution Residential School. As this trip wis made just after 
the openine of the schoolterm I believe it worth while to report 
on my observations at each point. 

On September 12th, I flew with C.P.Airlines from Yellow~ 
knife to Fort Resolution. I visited the Residential School and they 
seemed to be antious to do as much for the children as we possible, 
I had only visited the school once before just before the close of 
the term and I am not able to say whether there is any change in 
routine carried out or not. The principal of this school has just 
taken over, having been at Aklavik for some time. This Sister 
seemed very anxious to get additional equipment for certain types of 
Vocational training. 

A request was received for three sewing machines and two 
typewriters, This request is being forwarded on a requisition form 
attached to this report. 

A check was made of Attendance returns and Applications 
for Admission to school. These will be going forward at the end of 
the month as it has been found that the Indian children, as a rule, 
return during almost any period of this month and it was felt that 
it would be better to send all applications in at one time, 

I have seen enormous progress at all the schools since 
last term and I believe we can look forward with confidence to the 
results that will be obtained from the new type of school in the 
Northwest Territories,

INSTRUCTIONS 
When a pupil of an Indian Residential School dies, the Principal is required to inform the 


Indian Agent at once. 


On receipt of the Principal's notice the Indian Agent shall convene a Board of Inquiry, 
consisting of himself as Chairman, the Principal of the Residential School, and the Medical 
Officer who attended the deceased pupil. These members of the Board shall, in each other’s 
presence, complete this memorandum, which shall then be forwarded to the Department of 


Indian Affairs, Ottawa, in one copy 


The Board of Inquiry shall, if at all practicable assemble within 48 hours of the pupil's 
death. 


The parents or guardians of the deceased pupil shall be given notice of this inquiry and be 
permitted to attend it or to send a representative. They or their representative shall be asked 
if they wish to make a statement. In the event of their so wishing, their statement shall be 
attached to the report. The inquiry, however, shall not be delayed more than 72 hours after 


the time at which it would otherwise be held, to enable them to attend it. 


If the Indian Agent is located at such a distance from the school as to make it imprac- 
ticable for him to attend the Board, he shall request a responsible local resident to act for him. 
A suitable person for this duty would be a Justice of the Peace or a member of the Royal 
Canadian Mounted or Provincial Police. A more or less permanent arrangement of this kind 
might be necessary in some cases. The Department is prepared to pay a reasonable fee for 
this duty, on the Agent’s recommendation. The report of the Board, in any case, must reach 


the Department through the Indian Agent's office. 


This inquiry is not designed to take the place of, or prevent, any other inquiry, including 
an inquest, which may be required by law 


If the pupil died as the result of an accident, the Indian Agent is required to take the state- 


ments of the witnesses of the accident, and attach them to this memorandum.

a day school is far from being even sufficient for the 

living of the devoted sisters. %n account of the wander ing 
life of all the Indians, we are obliged to keep their chil- 
dren RRXRKMRNIOOKK in, a school, to lodge, to board and clothe 
them the whole year. Some are coming from a very great 
distance, even from Good Hope and Peel River. At the present 
time there are over sixty ehildren in that school, 

It is the first sehool established in the north, some 
forty years ago. Then the reindeer, covering the whole coun~ 
try, were largely providing for *he greatest part of the 
food necessary for to many mouths. Now, for many years, 
they have been keeping far away in the north and east. 

The only food to be found all around, besides a few vege~ 
tables, is fish, often poor, when eatable at all, for we have 
to keep it from September to t'e end of July. The freight on 
provisions from outside is too high for our means. 
It would seem but right if the Government would take 
a step to improve the situation of that well deserving school, 
You have witnessed yourself the good done by our schools 


at Athabasca and on Peuce River. You could not help

praising publicly and highly the teachers and the mission- 
aries. Let me tell you that if you ever go to Providence, 
you will be no less surprised. Mr. Conroy, the inspector of 
treaty No.8, went there last July and had an opportunity 

of seeing by himself the good done by the school. He greatly 
encouraged me in presenting you this request with the 
herewith enclosed petition signed by the white people of 
Mackenzie Dt., many of them belonging to Protestant denomina~ 
tions. 

It is true the school 4tself is not within the limite 
of the treaty. Rut the government's generosity is not pound by 
those limite. The Indians of the north are under its care and 
responsibility. And it would not be the first example of a 
poarding school grant allowed by it to a school, even 
Catholic, out of the treaty. Such was the case at Lesser 
Slave Lake, before the treaty was made with the Indians; 
so it is yet, I believe, at Tle a la Crosse. 

Depending upon you for obtaining from the government

I have tre honour to enclose a copy of a letter 
from His Lordship Bishop Breynat, Apostolic Vicar of 
Mackenzie, supported by 4 pekition signed by 4 nunber of 
gentlemen engaged in business or otherwise in the North 
Western regions,asking that the Boarding School at Fort 
Providence be recognized and sup} orted by the Department. 

These two documents explsine themselves. As Fort 
Providence @ not within treaty limits,I feel that I 
should not recommend the granting of the request. However, 
I beg to forward these documents not wishing to be at all 
in the way. It is quite true that the Isle a la Crosse 
school is not within treaty limits and thus creates 4 
precedent as did the Lesser Slave Lake two Boarding Schools 
some years a0.

Fort Providence as you are aware,is just 
outside of Treaty @ but the Department is making the 
usual allowance to it of the amount paid outisde 
treaty day schools,namely $200.00 a year.This is one 
of the schools referred to in Mr Inspector Macrae'’s 
report off 7th December 1900 on the subject of edu» 
cation in Treaty 8,and for which recognition as a 
boarding school was recommended, 

Rev.Father Hussom,who has charge of the 
finances connected with the Roman Catholic schools 
outside treaty limits,brought this matter befare 
the Department in March 190l,stating that they had 
70 boarders supported by the mission,which was es-= 
tablished 40 years ago. 

In a marginal note om my memorandum on 


education matters in this district Mr McKenna states 


that Father Husson's application is to stand over 


until after Mr Confoy returns.On the llth New, af’ 
that year I find that Mr Conroy recomuends that the 
R.C.schools at Fort Vermillion and Wabuscaw be re~- 


cognized as boarding schools,which recomnendation 
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Was approved of and provision made for 15 pupils at 
each of these schools,which are however,within the 
limits of Treaty 8,No action was taken however,with 
regard to Fort Providence,which is,as I before stated 
outside treaty. 

On a recent memorandum which I pw epared 
regarding an application by the Methodists fora 
boarding school on Vanmuver Island,both the Super= 
intendent General and the Deputy were unfavorable to 
igcre asing the number of boarding schools for some 
time. 

His Lordship,Bishop Breynat,refers to Mr 
Conroy,stating the he greatly encouraged him in 
making this request and the Indian Commissioner 
states that the institution,such as it is,can be 
descrited by Mr Conroy,who visited it during the 
year. It might therefore,be well to eask Mr Conroy

————————— Mr. Pedley,— 


With reference to the school 
at Providence, which I visited in the summer of 19028, 
I may say that I found it to be a very efficient 
poarding school. It was established many years ago 
by the Roman Catholic mission. The buildings are 
beautifully situated on the banks of the McKenzie 
river, While there Rishop Brezant asked me to visit 
the school and wanted me to recommend it to the De- 
nartrent for assistance, as they had sbout 70 pupils 
in attendance. I remember accurately telling the 
Bishop that as the school was outside treaty limites I 
could not see what could be done in the way of obtain-— 
ing assistance; but told him he might write to the 
Commissioner and find out what could be done. As for 
tl.e work done I do not think there is a better or 
more efficient school in the district. 

Last ‘smnew when at Wabuscaw I visited 
the school at that place and found that a new puilding 
had been erected for the purposes of a convent, with 
a staff of four Sisters as teachers, The building is 
very well arranged for poarding school purposes. 


They had at the time of my visit about 35 treaty child- 


renAttending. his school is ayparently doing good 


work, and it is well situated. 
As for the day school at Sturgeon Lake, 
no building had been put up when I was there last 


summer 
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wisla 
mumer, but Bishop Gruard told me he contemplated building 


this last summer, and I have no doubt he has done so, 

I have my doubts as to the efficiency of a day school, 

as the Indians, in my opinion, do not take the same inter-— 
est in sending their children to a day achool as they do 


in sending them to a boarding school; and I am told by the 


traders and others living in the country that the Indian 
children will not attend regularly. when their parents 
take a notion to break camp they take all their family 
with them.

In reference to your memorandum asking 
y Treaty Indian children were attending the 
school at Providence, I bes to say that there were 
none that I know of. I do not remeber being told by 
Bishop Breazant how many, or if any. 
The distance from Hay River to Providence 
is abcut 120 miles. Hay River has a food voarding= 
school run by the Anglican Church Mission Society. 
Last summer when at Resolution the R. C. Mission was 
building a convent for the purpose of a boarding-school 
with a staff of five Sisters, and I have no doubt that 
this school is now duing food worke 
The distance from Resolution to Providence 
is 250 miles or tnereabouts. This school is pretty 
central, as the Indians, as a rule, all trade at Reso- 
lution, in fact some from beyond the treaty limit come 
there to trade.

Dear Sir, 
You must have found it very strange not to receive 
even the slightest acknowledgement on my part of your success 
in bringing to a good end the request TI had the honor of ad- 


dressing you in order to obtain the usual Grant for a Board- 


ing School at Fort Resolution. The fact of my not receiving 


any communication on this matter IT had so much at heart, ever 
since I saw you last in Winnipeg, will explain my long silence. 

Please accept, although late, my congratulations and my 
thanks. The school is doing very well, and if we have only 
a very limited number of pupils at present, it is only due to 
the want of accommodation. In the near future we hope to bring 
that number to fifty. 

I am sorry to hear that yo were not so successful in 
forwarding the interest of our school at Providence. This 
establishment has to its credit 5° years of good standing and 
is very flourishing to-day. It seems that the only objection 
brought against us in refusing the Boarding School grant is 
that the location of this school is beyond the limits of Treaty 
8. Now you know better than I do that many a school receives 
the Government Grant although outside of treaty limits. Tle a 
la Crosse is one to name only this one. I know also on good 
authority that the 'ay River Protestant Mission has of late a 
grant for 20 pupils. It is true Hay River has its location 
inside of treaty limits, but what does it matter if the child- 
ren brought to that school are not treaty Indians. I+ appears 
that out of the pupils on the Roll two or three only belong 
to the tribe. In fact this tribe number only about I00 Indians 


all told. Now this school has only a few years standing to 
its 
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ites credit, when on the other hand our establishment 
Providence is the oldest school in the Athabasca and McKen- 
zie River Districts. The Grey Nuns have established it 38 
years ago, and to-day 4t stands as good as any other with 
about 40 pupils on the Roll. 

You are aware also that last year there was sent to the 
Department a petition in favor of this school. It was sign- 
ed mostly by Protestants. Finally Mr. Conroy has reported, 
we know, very favorably on the said school, after having 
been an eye witness to what it could achieve. 

I place again to-day pefore you all these reasons plead- 
ing so strongly in favor of our estab lishment with the hope 
that you will insist on the propriety of adding th is school 
to the number of those which receive the annual grant allow- 
ed to institutions of the same description.

On the 20th November last I received a 
letter from you in reply to an application from the 
Right Rev. the Roman Catholic Bishop of Mackenzie 
River, accompanied by a petition of a number of 
business men of the North-western regions asking that 
the Boarding School at Providence be recognized and 
supported by the Department, in which reply you 
state that the Department is unable to do anything 
at present in this matter. The purport of your 
answer was communicated to His Lordship, and in 
March last I received a letter from him (a copy of 
which is enclosed), in which he strongly urges that 
his application in favor of this School be reconsid- 
“ored. 

It is for the Department to say as a 
matter.of policy whether they will extend the system 
of piving a per capita grant to Boarding Schools 
outside of treaty limits. They are beyond the range

Father Husson called at the Department to-day 
to urge the recognition of this school. ‘Similar applica- 
tions have been before the Department for the last seven 
years, but as yet it hes never heen in receipt of a 
poarding school grant. He says the church authorities 

( would be satisfied in the neantime if the usual allowance 
were made for 25 pupils. The returns show that they 
have an actual resident attendance of about 75 pupils, 
and they have ample aceomodation for even a lerger number. 

The school is as well equipped for the purpose 
as the ordinary boarding senool in the West, and the 
pupils receive similar teaching and training to that 
afforded in other schools of this class. They have 
permanent 
a,staff of twelve Sisters of the Grey NunvOrder, and 
the school is immediately under the control of Bishop 
Breynet, of the Mackenzie diocese.

PROVIDENCE BOARDING SCHOOL ( Roman Cathdlic) 

No change has been made in the school buildings dure 
ing the past year. It is proposed in the near future to 
raise the entire main building one storey and add a wing 
to the building on the east side. 

The system of ventilation is very complete and the 
heating sgetem by furnace in the basement. Water is supe 
plied to the school by force pump from the Mackenzie river, 

I was not able to attend the usesal classes et this 
school but the children appeered to ve perticularly bright 
end clean. Fecilities are provided for swimmimg and bathe 
ing in the summer time, a large ewimming shed being erect- 
ed on the shore of the river. 

The health of the pupile has been good for the past 
yeer, but at the time of my visit an epidemic of grippe 
hed been running through the school snd many of the child- 
ren hed contracted this in e mild form. 

Three children had becn transferred from Fort Good Hope 
to the school in the spring by an order of the Indian agent 


at Simpson without having the necessary health eertificate, 


the plea being put forward that they were orphans and had 
to be provided for in some way. 

All of these children developed sickness after being 
at the school a short time and in consequence two of them 
died just prior to my arrival. 

I would suggest that the regulation covering the ad- 
miseion of children th these boarding schools should be 
more rigidly enforced.

His Lordship states, that some of the Half- 
preeds were refused Treaty, but Mr. Card explains 
they were offered either Treaty or Scrip. Some of 
them accepted the latter and it is inferred, that 
it is the children of these to whom His Lordship 
refers. Possibly, some of them refused poth Treaty 
and Scrip; but as far as my information goes, they 
all had the privilege of accepting or rejecting 
one of them. 


The Government are under no obligation to 
those who did not accept Treaty and are not re- 
sponsible for their education. Many of them have 
substantial revenues from their labor and trapping 
and can well afford to pay for the education of 
their children. If the Department subsidizes one 
sectarial school, it might be necessary 
subsidize others.

The gardens at both missions, Hay River and 
Providence were fair this fall, an average of potatoes and 
vegetables being harvested, but it seems to us that if a 
certain amount of money could be spent in making land and 
clearing a large tract and help these Missions in making 
much more extensive gardens, with the help of artificial 
watering or more by pumping water on the gardens, splendid 
orops could be raised and give a good to these ohildren 
that can not be substituted by imported goods, It can be 
done, once the land would be cleared, even fifteen to twenty 
acres at each place devoted to that purpose, and we intend 
to do that ourselves wien we can clear that twenty acres 
patoh of the agency, and have our Indians work at it 
themselves. We believe it vould be a life saver to 
them. They like vegetables and are very fond of potatoes.

PROVIDENCE 


The, most northerly school in the Mackenzie District 
ie the one under the Roglan Catholic Church, at Providence. 

The foundations are blocks of wood, The walls are 
logs, covered on the outside with tar paper and planks. Their 
thickness is about ten inches. 

There is a new wing under construction which will 
add greatly to the school. It will be a three story addition 
30 x 30, and will contain several class rooms and dormitories. 

The accommodation 2t present is just about suffice 
ient for the grant from the Department. There are fivelerge 
dormitories, whose cubic space is 27,246 cubic fet, suffici 
cient for 64 pupils. The class rooms, three in number, whose 
floor space is sufficient for over one hundred pupils, but 
whose cubic space, 15,375 feet, accommodates only 61. 


A small dormitory is kept ready for cases of sick- 


The foundations of the main buildings are blocks of 
wood; the walls are logs covered outside with tar paper and 
planks, bringing them up to 10" thickness. The lighting and 
ventilation are good, 

From both the boys and girls dormitories there are

etairways, and there should be at least @ ladder from dormit- 
ory windows in case of emergency. There are no fire extin - 
tuishers at Providence, but pails ere kept ready. I would 
recommend thatthe Department send in some fire extinguishers, 

The water supply is obtained from the river. The 
Mission is situated some RO or 90 feet above the water. A 
small tramway is built to the waters edge to overcome the dif- 
ficulty of hauling pails of water up a very steep bank. A 
force pump is also in use during the summer. The water is 
stored in barrels near tne kitehen, and Aistributed through- 
out the building in peils. If the Department could see their 
way clear to send in some sheets of galvanized iron, the 
mission would construct @ tank that would give water to the 
whole building. 

There is no furnace; 81x staves are used which seem 
to give satisfaction. 

The class work follows the requirements of the Ber 
partment. Besides this, the boys ere taught the use of axe 
and saw, and the girls receive instruction in cooking and 
sewing. General menual training has been found unparctical 
in this district. General use of ordinary tools however, is 
essential, and it is dealt with in every poarding school. 

I would recommend that the Department send in a couple of 
vlackbaords, wall maps of Canada and the North, a globe, 2 few 
desks, some slates and 4 couple of bathtubs. The last are 4 
decided necessity in any school. 


The mission owns 23 head of cattle. They are in 


danger, however, of becoming inbred, and I would strangly 


recommend that when cattle are sent to Fort Simpson, the Pro- 
videnge Mission be allowed the use of bull for at least a 


season.

, at Provide 5) And have consequently made formal 
baefment. The latter has not seemed to 
f requests as no action has followed. 
The time has come, in my humble opi- 
nion, for the Department, to determine a policy concerning 
educational problems in favor of the Indians of the North 
West Terrotories. I must say {immediately that the very 
large majority of those Indians are Gatholics, and, there- 
fore under my spiritual jurisdiction. I necessarily have 
their interests at heart and would be grateful to the 
Department for assisting us more j{ntensively in the work 
we have been carrying on in the North for the last 75 yearse| 
After mature consideration of present 
conditions and requirements I take the liberty of making 
a proposal to the Department for the construction of a new 
school at some point in the lower MoKenzie. Presently, some 
children have to go about 900 miles up the MoKenzie to 
attend school, which ig almost incredible. It is & known 
fact that the Indiens of the lower McKenzie are far more 
intelligent than those of the upper portion and & school 
¢ in that district would certainly be 6 boon(not to say an 
( absolute necessity) to the Hare Skins, the Loucheux and 
4 occasionally to the Eskimos. 
A \ w Therefore, instead of asking for the 
(\ KV reconstruction of Providence School at the Government's 
. i expense I hereby request a grant of about $30,000.00 for 
\s ein the construction in the Lower McKenzie District, of @ 


WY \.¥* boarding school to accommodate about 30 children. The 
' * gondition would be that full liberty be given me for the 
\ /oonstruction of said school. The Department is conversant 
WA with the fact that in the N.W.T. on account of aifficul- 
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ties of transportation there would be no possibility of 
constructing such a building at 4 reasonable price if 
the procedure(calling for tenders, etc) is followed, Our 
experience in construction, the number of expert carpen- 
ters and mechanics at our disposal would highly facilitate 
the work, bring the expense to @ minimum and guarantee 
perfect work. I would therefore be prepared for the sum 
above mentioned($30.000.00) to erect a school according 
to the plans snd specifications of the Departmental archi- 
tect, to accommodate 350 children. Such plans and specifi- 
cations could be prepared with a view of extending the 
building at a later date. All accounts for material, 
freight and work would be submitted to the Department am 
work would be considered satisfactory only after an ins- 
pection from an Officer of the Department. Said construc- 
tion could be started and completed in the course of next 
year. 
inet” Moreover, I would pledge myself to 
erect in a very few years, at my own expense, another school 
at Providence. The Department authorities must admit that 
I am more than reasonable in my requests and generous in 
my promises. As practically nothing has been done(outside 
of the per capita grant)in favor of the education of our 
indian children of the N.W.T. I am positive that the Govern- 
ment will look favorably upon my present proposition.

We are contemplating the building of a school as modern in its plan as 
the conditions in the North will permit,cement basement included,On account 
of the high rate of freight for the necessaty material as well as of the 
high wages generally asked in the North, I am figueing that the total 
awount of expenses for the bui&iding would run between fifty or sixty thou- 
sand dollars.¥Would it be exaggerated to expect from the Department a finan 
cial help large enough to cover half of that amount ? 

I may state acain that so far,we never have received any help from the 
Department for any of the five large establishments we actually possess, 
in the District of Mackenzie. In particular our Providence school which was 
established the very year ef the Confederaticn not only, has been,as others, 
created at cur own expenses, but it has been kept working and doing rood 
work for the period of neerly fourty years,without any grant from the De- 
partment.

MEMO FOR FILE: 


His Lordship Bishop Breynat visited the 
Department this morning and explained their programme 
and wishes in connection with the reconstruction of 
the Providence Indian Residential School. This past 
sumer, @ good-sized barn with galvanized iron roofing 
was erected. Next year, they hope to purchase and 
freight in most of the material required for the new 
main building, and by the fall they expect to have the 
foundation ready. The expense next year will be 
$25,000 or $30,000. His Lordship is asking the Depart- 
ment to meet half the expense, and I have noted,for 
the attention of the Hon. Mr. Stewart and Dr. Scott, 
an item of $15,000 for 1929-30 estimates. In the 
summer of 1930, His Lordship will make a special 
effort to complete the building, so that they can get 
in by November or December. He expects that the total 
cost will be approximately $60,000, and he is 
requesting that a second item of $15,000 be granted 
by the Department that year.

‘The Oblate Order under 
whose auspices this school is conducted, has agreed to 
erect a new gohool building, at on approximate cost of 
$60,000, provided the department will undertake one-half 
the expense.

The Department is in receipt of your letter of the 
19th ultimo, requesting certain equipment for the Providence 
Mission Indian Residential School. The articles that you 
mention are quite expensive and, in addition, there would be 
the transportation costs. 


On the occasion of his next visit to your school, 
you should consult the Indian Agent with a view to ascertaining 
if some local carpenter could be obtained who would erect swings 
at a reasonable cost. When you have done this, you might 
submit, through Dr. Amyot's office, an estimate of the cost of 
erecting swings in this manner. The Department is prepared, 
if you so desire, to forward footballs and playground balls. 


Your request for assistance for two ex-pupils should, 
also, be submitted to the Indian Agent. With regard to the 
suggestion that a sewing machine be supplied for one of the 


girls, reports reaching the Department indicate that, in many 
cases where sewing machines have been supplied, the recipients 
have not made proper use of them. Consequently, before 
considering the supplying of a sewing machine to any ex~-pupil, 
the Department will require very definite assurance that the 
machine will be properly cared for by the recipient. 


Kindergarten wool is not usually supplied to Indian 
residential schools.

S8ishop Breynet has been 
urging the installation of this lighting equipment 
for some years past and following the placing of the 
order on July & we definitely informed him that the 
equipment would go forward this year. In addition 
funds for the payment of the lighting equipment were 
provided in the ourrent year’s appropriation. As the 
equipment hes not been forwarded it will be necessary 
to reevote this amount.

I acknowledge receipt of your memorandum of 
the 15th instant, relative to the new lighting equipment 
at the Providence Mission Residential School. 


The following facts in the case have been 
furnished me by the Departmental Purchasing Agent: - 


Your requisition of May 5th, with covering 
memorandum, was received in the office of the 
Purchasing Agent on May 10th. 


The principle of the purchase was approved by 
the Minister on your memorandum of May 5th. 


As your requisition did not give sufficient details, 
it was necessary for the Purchasing Agent to consult 
officials of the Engineering and Construction 
Service as to the specifications to be embodied in 
the request for quotations. 


Quotations were requested by telegram on June 17 
from four Edmonton firms. 


Your memorandum of June 10 is not on record with 
the Purchasing Agent. 


uotations were received as follows: - 
Bruce Robinson Electric,Ltd., June 27; 
Northern Electric Co.,Ltd., June 28; 
Canadian General Electric,Ltd.,June 30. 


The quotations were opened and the officials of the 
Engineering and Construction Service were again 
consulted as to the most suitable equipment. A 
memorandum recommending the purchase from the Canadian 
General Electric Company,Ltd., was submitted for the 
approval of the Minister on July 4. The jocal office 
of the company was immediately advised by phone of

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acceptance of their tender. 


purchase Order issued July 8, and forwarded the 
Treasury Office for encumbrance, and the original 
was mailed the Company on July ll. 


The Company stated on their tender that complete 
shipment could be made about three weeks, from 
Ottawa. 


It is utterly {impossible for the officials of the 
Purchasing Section to follow all shipments for which 
purchase orders have {ssued, through to their destinations. 
Tt is, therefore, the duty of the Receiving Officer, or of 
the branch concerned, to see that shipments are received 
et their destinations promptly. In this particular case 
the Purchasing Agent was not aware that the equipment had 
not been delivered until October Sth, when & representative 
of the Canadian General Electric Company called on him and 
advised that the batteries had been shipped and had 
arrived at Fort Providence, but that the rest of the equip- 
ment had missed connections with the boat at Waterways. 


Notwithstanding that the Company is to blame 
for delay in making shipment, the order should have been 
followed up by officials of your branch, and an endeavour 
made to secure early delivery. 


As you are aware, officials of the company &t 
avouring to secure information as to the 
ts of the batteries. You will be further 
advised when t ation is secured and what arrange- 
ments have been made for storage.

May I refer to my memorandum to you of %ctober 
15 and Yr. Jackson's reply thereto dated October 19, 1938? 


In my memorandum of October 15, sn attempt was 
made to summarize correspondence that had taken place 
between this Branch and your office, with respect to the pur- 
chase of a lichting plant for the Providence “Mission Resicen- 
tiel School. I felt that you should have before you this 
information when protests with respect to the delay in 
makine this particular purchase reached you from the chureh 
authorities. I also felt that the Canadian General 
Electric Company should be called upon to replece the 
batteries next year. I had no thoucht in mind at that time 
of either attaching blame or focusing responsibility for 
the recrettable delay that has occurred. I realize that 
with central purchasing in force delays such as this, 
particularly in the early stares, are almost inevitable. 
There does not appear to be any dispute with respect to 
the pr cedure as outlined in my memorandum, Mr. Jackson 
does state, however, that our recuisition did not give 
sufficient details. The officials inform me that this 
purehase was Ciscussed on more than one occasion with His 
Lordship Bishop Breynat, who was of the opinion that the 
lighting system should be similar to the one supplied the 
Fort Resolution Sehool in 1936. This plant, since the date 
of its installation, has given complete satisfaction. 

May I refer, therefore, to the third pararraph of my 


memorandum - 
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memorandum to you dated May 5, 1948, copy of which I 
attach? 


I feel that, in justice to the officials of the 
Training Division, I should refer to the paragraph in 
your memorandum in which you state: "Notwithstanding *that 
the Company is to blame for delay in making shipment, the 
order should have been followed up by officials of your 
Branch and an endeavour made to secure early delivery". 


I am enclosing herevrith copy of a telegram dated 
Ottara, July 7, 193°, »-repared by the Chief of the Training 
Division, signed by myself and forwarded to Bishop Breynat. 
This telegram was prepared and sent forwerd just as soon 
as the Chief of the Training Diviston had secured, by 
phone, the necessary information from the Purchasing Arent. 


I feel that Mr. Jackson, in making this conment, 
has overlookee the position in which the Chief of the 
Training Division found himself curing the sunver months. 
You may remember that from May 1° until August 4 Mr. Phelan 
was the sole official in the Training Division. Purine these 
months he was responsible for the preparation of our summer 
building programme, the repair of Indian day and residential 
schools, the engagenent and re-engagenont of teachers at 
the end of the acadexic year. In addition to this, he had 
to deal with thousands of applications for tuition grants 
during the month of July and had to prepare and send forward 
to the Purchasing Division all the memoranda relating to 
purchases in his Division. To ask a man placed in this 
position to follow up any particular order and see that 
delivery was made is asxing, in my hunble judgment, our officials 
to undertake and accomplish what is wholly impossible. 


I have been informed that at ho time during the 
conferences that have been held by the officials of our Branch 
with the Purchasing Agent has the sugrestion been made that 
the officials of our Branch were responsible for the prompt 
delivery of the supplies. In this connection you will be 
interested to know that, when our officials did attempt to 
expedite the delivery of school desks at the Oneida Sehool, 
the company responsible for delivery did not even have the 
courtesy to acknovledrve receint of ovr letter. In other 


words - 
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words, companies supplying orders received from the 
Purchasing Agent of the Department of “Mines and Resources 
do not feel uncer any obligation to acimorledre receipt 
of letters from officials of the Indian Affairs Branch. 

I am of the opinion thet to have the Purchasing Agent 
Place the orders and have our officials comunicate with 
the companies with respect to deliveries and time of 
deliveries will lead in the enc to delay and confusion. 


It has been our practice to send forward to the 
Purchasing Agent, from time to time, a list of the recuis- 
itions that had been placed with him and the dates when 
these recuisitions were sent forward. The Purchasing Agent 
was also reninded on such ocessions thst deliveries had not 
been made. The fficials inform me that, when they cid 
this, they were of the opinion that such action was all 
that was expected from them. 


I am attaching hereto copy of the memorandum sent 
forward on June 10, the original of which, ‘ir. Jackson 
states, is not on record at the office of the Purchasing 
Agent. 


May I su cest that it night be advisable to bring 
together avain in conference the officials of this Branch 
interested in purchasinr, with the Purchasing Arent and with 
Mr. Jackson. I am of the opinion that in the purchase and 
delivery of cepartmental supplies, creater use might be made 
of our field officials, particularly our inspectors. In 
respect to the particular purchase now un‘er review, it is 
difficult for ne to overlook the fact thet ve ha’ a senior 
official at Calgary and no less than three Indian agents 
close to the city of Edmonton, any one or all of whom might 
have been asked to see that delivery of this particular 
lighting plant was made and that it reached Yaterwaye 
prior to the close of naviration.

We understand that you have been kind enough to accept one shipment 
consisting of the Engine Generator Set, Switchboard and sundries, and have 
indicated your willingness to store this equipment ina suitably heated 
building until transportation can be arrenged to Fort Providence. 


We would also very mich appreciate you also accepting the second 
shipment consisting of the battery for storage for the sam length of time, 
but would ask you to observe the following precautions:

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These instructions cover a diese) engine driven 4} 
kilowatt, direct current, battery charging generator set, 
arranged for V belt drive snd mounted on a common cast iron 
base plate. 


This assembly is indicated on drawing #5-2 attached 
hereto. 


Engine 


Detailed instructions covering the engine are 
enclosed in a tin packing case with the unit. 


The engine is a Model "IDE", serial number 46967, 
full diesel, of the 4 stroke cycle type, suitable for 
cperating on fuel oil having a B.T.U. value of not less 
than 19,000 B.T.U's per pound, with a viscosity not 
exceeding 50 Seconds Redwood No. 1 at 100 degrees F. 


The engine is fitted with full pressure lubrication, 
utilizing a gear driven lubricating oil pump, and means for 
adjusting this pressure are fully described in the engine 
operating instructions. 


The engine will develop 8} h.p. continuously for 
12 hours at 1000 r.p.m., and 93 h.p. for a period of 1 

hour. It is of the single cylinder type heaving a cylinder 
bore of 4-1/6", and a stroke of 6", giving a mean piston 
speed of 1000 ft. per minute. The engine has a compression 
ratio of 16$ to 1, with a mean effective pressure of 84 lbs. 
per square inch. The guaranteed fuel ofl consumption will 
not exceed .45 pounds per b.h.p. hour, and the lubricating 
oil consumption is approximately .034 pints per hour.

go in order that the generator will not take an excessive 
quantity of current from the battery. Next, make sure that 
the engine injection system is solid, as described in the 
engine manual, and that the exhaust valve is lifted off its 
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seat by means of the decompression lever, 88 described in 
the engine manual. The engine is now ready to be cranked 
and this is sccomplished by gredually lifting the lever on 
the cranking rheostat until the engine begins to turn over.

Dear Mr Phelan, 


With reference to my letter of the last July 26th 
regarding the lightimg plant for the Indian Residential school 
of Fort Providence, I am enclosing herewith vouchers in tri- 
plicate together with invoices in triplicate covering purchases 
made by us, as was mentioned in my letter referred above. 


As this amount has not been paid by us to the 
Bruce-Robinson Electric Ltd., we would appreciate it if you would 
have the cheque mailed direct to that firm in ldmonton, 


We may say that we have been greatly disappointed 
to learn that the plant itself which the Dept of Mines and Res- 
ources purchased from the General Electric Co, arrived at Water- 
ways much too late to be shipped to Fort Providence by the Trans- 
portation Company, We have been informed that the batteries 
arrived at Waterways on last September I4th, while the engine, 
dynamo, switchboard and all the power house equipment arrived 
on September 22nd, 


In his telegram to Bishop Breynat of the last 
July 7th, Dr H. McGill said that the General jilectric Co. had been 
requested to rush delivery of this material, We feel that, in 
this instance, the General Electric Cé. has been exceptionally 
slow in delivering it. The consequence for us is that the inst- 
allation of the electric lighting plant for Providence has to be 
posponed until next summer, the first transportation boat that 
reaches Providence after the break-up arriving there usually 
around june 20th, The plant and batteries cannot be there before 
that time. We think it is useless to send the electrician for 
the installation, as he could only make half of the job, moreover 
the school would have no electric lighting at all,even though 
the wiring would have been done this fall, 


After Bishop Dreynat called at your office last 
August on his way to Europe, he wrote me and informed me that, 
even after everything would have been paid for the electric ligh- 
ting plant and installation at Ft-Providence, there would still

remain a balance of some $200.00 or more which had been voted 
this year for the equipment of schools in the R.C. Mackenzie 
Diocese, and he advised me to let you know what other material 
purchased for our schools on which this balance could be applied. 
In this view, I am enclosing invoices in triplicate covering 
purchase of a bread mixer shipped to the same Providence' school 
and already paid by us. 


On the other hand, from my letter of last July 26, you 
will notice that we were figuring a total of 1,510.26 for the 
wiring and cost of the necessary material at Providence, outside 
of what your Department has already paid, But, as it is useless 
now to consider the installing of this plant for this fall on 
account of the plant being still at Waterways, we find that our 
previous figure of $1,310.26 has to be reduced to (672,99, this 
being the total of invoices from Bruce-Robinson Hlectric Ltd. 
Consequently there is a difference of $637.27, of which we suggest 
that {441.79 be applied to the bread mixer and the remaining 
$195.48 or whatever other balance left be applied for the pur- 
chase of material needed for the erection of the power house at 
the same Providence's school, 


In fact, I have here invoices not paid yet to the 
amount of $248.75 for the power house erection, and also an 
invoice of $92.20 for the Aklavik school. The total which we 
would then submit for payment would be made up as follows: 


Electric material for Providence ... $ 672.99 
Bread mixer by " eee 441.79 
Lumber and similar material for the 

erection of the power house at Providence 248.75 ¢§ 


Material for general repairs at Aklavik 92,20 
$1,455.75 


This gives a total of $1,455.75 as against j1,310,26 
mentiomed in my letter of July, the difference being only 145,47 
According to Bishop Breynat's letter referred above, the total 
amount voted for the different schools was covering more than 
this balance. If you would kindly let me know whether the Depart- 
ment will consider the two invoices for Aklavik amd Providence 
amounting to $92.20 and $248.75 respectively, I will gladly have 
them forwarded to you also, though I have them in duplicate only.

With reference to the attached memorandum from 
the Director of Indian Affairs, we purchased last July 
from the Canadian General Flectric Company, of Edmonton, 
a lighting plant valued at $2,094.00. However, due to 
the fault of the company, the equipment arrived at 
Waterways too late for shipment to Providence, and, I 
understand, is being held there for shipment on the 
first boat in the spring. 


The original requisition did not call for any 
wiring, or other equipment. This is the first intimation 
I have had that wiring was recuired, or thet the same had 
been already purchased by Indian Affairs. 


The lighting plant, in so far as I know, has 
not been paid for yet, and cannot be paid for until it 
has actually been receipted for by the officials at 
Providence, but, as the Director's memorandum of the 15th 
{instant indicates that the wire and other materials have 
already been received, there would seem to be no objection 
to authorizing this and paying for the same immediately.

You will notice also that no charge has been made for 
the expenses of the electricians' trip to Providence. This trip has 
been made by plane both ways from Edmonton, and we have to stand for 
the expenses connected with that return trip. May we expect that, out 
of the amounts appropriated for the three schools located in the Mack- 
enzie Diocese which are totalling $4,000.00 for the current fiscal 
year, the sum of $100.00 be granted to us for part of the expenses 
re transportation of the electricians? You will probably recall that, 
according to my letters of last November 11th and 12th ultimo, the 
only voucher for repair or equipment for our schools, outside of the 
amount to be spent for Fort Providence, was for Aklavik and amounted to

We thank you very much for the information contained 
in your letter of the 6th inst., advising us that it is not customary 
for the Department to supply farm machinery to Residential Schools and, 
therefore, that you cannot secure the threshing machine requested in 
our letter of October 3lst,1940 for the Fort Resolution Residential 
School. 


However, in the last paragraph of the above mentioned 
letter, you intimate that we should let you know what equipment or 
repairs are required for the additional funds available for the Fort 
Providence School. In this connection, we take pleasure in ettaching 
hereto a quotation just received from the Bruce-Robinson Electric Ltd. 


On reading the attached letter, you will see that we 
heve asked for a refrigerating unit which would enable us to keep meat 
at the Fort Providence School during the spring and summer. After 
listening to various proposals, we found out that this refrigerating 
unit would fill our requirements for this place . It will be much less 
costly than an ordinary ice-house and we do not need more cubic feet to 
store the average quantity of meat that we need. 


Up to the present time we have not had any refrigerating 
system for the Fort Providence School and we feel that if the Department 
would have funds available for the purchase of this type of refrigerator, 
it will greatly assist us in having mest for the children of the school 
at any time of the year. 


We feel confident that you will take our suggestion into 
consideration and, if so, we anticipate hearing favorably from you in 
this connection.

We do not recall having asked the Department for new laundry

I am teking this opportunity to ask you to be kind enough to 
let me know what emount has been appropriated during the current fiscal 
year for repairs, improvements and new equipment at the other Indian 
Residential Schools located in the Mackenzie Diocese, viz., Fort Chipewyan 
(Holy Angels), Fort Resolution and Aklavik, Some time ago, Archbishop 
Breynet had intimated to me that if the Department would have no serious 
objection to it he would not ask enything this year for Providence and 
Resolution but that he would submit to the Department a list of what he 
would require for Fort Chipewyen and Aklavik. 


However, since the requisition forwarded from the Fort 
Providence School does not amount to a great sum, we would advise you to 
have it filled and shipped to that place. If so, kindly have it shipped 
directly to Fort Providence, c/o NORTHERN TRANSPORTATION CC MPANY, Waterways. 


It would be very much appreciated if you could let me know 
as soon as possible whether the Department is ready to appropriate the 
funds voted for each School in favour of the two schools at Fort Chipewyan 
and Aklavik, as mentioned above, Without specifying more fully, we may 
inform you st the present time that these funds would serve for purchasing 
an electric power plant for Fort Chipewyan end repairs for the roof at 
Aklavik.

you that the necessity in which we have found ourselves to secure the materials 
without fail coupled with the absolute need of having them delivered on time 
to their ultimate destination during the summer season had given us no other 
option than to purchase these materials ourselves instead of complying with 
the usual prectice to have same purchases made through your Purchasing Branch, 


You will indeed recall that on April 28 you were not in a position 
yet to give us definite information regerding total amount that may be available 
this year for each school and it would have been too late to wait for your 
letter of June 17 before placing these orders, Naturelly, in ordinary times 
there would have been no difficulty in securing necessary materials, but anyone 
who has to make purchases this year is aware of new and more drastic regulations 
being constantly enforced day by day regarding purchases in hardware, electrice) 
supplies and lumber, Being confronted by such a dilemma, Archbishop Breynat

Will you please note the attached memorandum 
I have received from the Purchasing Agent in reference to 
the purchase of certain electric lighting equipment for the 
Holy Angels School et Fort Chipewyan at a cost of $2,065.68. 
I have had an opportunity of going over your file and it would 
seem quite clear that the Church authorities proceeded to pur- 
case this equipment without receiving any authority from your 
Branch to do soe It is noted in Father Serrurot's letter of 
the 20th July that the purchase was made at least prior to 
May 21st for he stated in this letter that he had invoices of 
this date in his possession. While it is true that Father 
Serrurot advised you in his letter of the 25th April that some 
of these funds would serve for purchasing an electric power 
plant for Fort Chipewyan, he was never advised that the De- 
partment would approve of the purchase being made. If the 
requisition had been forwarded to this office as is the usual 
procedure, I am sure the Minister would not have approved of 
it without first ascertaining the reason why this substantial 
purcha® was being made in war-time. There is no information 
on file to show why the existing equipment could not have been 
repaired and used until the war was over. 


Under the circumstances, therefore, in view of 
the fact that no authority was given to the Church to make the 
purchase, the Minister suggests they should be advised that they 
will have to look after the account themselves. 


It is to be regretted that in answering Father 
Serrurot's letter of the 25th April, you did not advise him 
that you would not approve of any of the money being spent in 
the purchase of electric lighting equipment until you were 
furnished with the reasons why it was needed at this t ime.
